REMARKS 

The Board of Appevals has reversed the Examiner's rejection of Claims 1-2, 4-7, 
10-18, 20-23 and 26-40 under 35 U.S.C. i03(a) as being unpatentabk over Maksta (U.S. 
Patent Publication No. 200 1/0007 120), in view of Flint (U.S. Patent No. 6J3.5 JOO). 
Furtlier. the Board of Appeals has reversed the Examiner 's rejection of Claims 41-43 
under 35 U-SX!'. 103(a) as being anpatentable over Makita, in view of Flint, and liiriher in 
view of EJro wne (U .S. Patent No. 6,272,533). Add.rtionally, the Board of Appeals has 
reversed the Examiner's rejection of Claim 39 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed 
towards non-statutory subject matter. 

In addition, the Board of Appeals has niaintained the Examiner's rejection of 
Claims 17, 1 8, 20-23, 26-32, and 34 under 35 U.S.C. lOi as being directed towards non- 
statutory subject matter. Applicant respectfully asserts that such rejection has been 
avoided in view of the amendments made hereinabove to independent Claims 17 and 34, 
as suggested by the Board of Appeals in the last sentence on Page 13 of tbe Decision on 
Appeal, 

Thus, all of the independent claims are deemed aUowable. Moreover, the 
remaining dependent claims are ftuther deemed allowable, in view of their dependence 
on such independent claims.
